“ Avery,” of the Cincinnati Commercial, 

in a letter alluding to the Alabam and 
, Chattanooga Railroad, makes the following 
mention of the Stantons, and the way they 
do business : 

The Stanton brothers, who are the build- 
ers Of the road, have the entire good will 
of the people of the country through 
which the road passes and is to pass. This 
isan advantage not to be under-estimated, 
as all railroad builders know. ‘The Stan- 
tons pay all bills promptly, and treat their 
employees, and those with whoin they have 
business relations, with the utmost fairness 
and good faith. ‘There are no litigations, 
rows and hard feelings. Kvery man gets 
his money a» suv as earned, and every- 
thing moves on like clock-work. ‘The 
money comes ivuin boston, and. comes in 
large quantities too, as the company is ex- 
pending not less than $1000 aday. Now, 
how many there are in the company besides 
the Stantons, I do not know, but have heard 
that there were only about a dozen. Small 
as the number is, however, they represent 
an immense amount of capital. 

So far the road has not reached the great 
cotton-growing region, but itis near it. The 
hundred and thirty miles of country through 
which it has already passed is compara- 
tively poor, and not much is raised but 
corn. As Elyton is approached, however, 
the country becomes better.
